FU advocates of Cuhdeuisro, as op 
posed to the Protection of American in 
dustry, will not find much to support 
their Kree-trade proposals in the report 
recently of the annual meeting of the 
Iron and Steel Institute of Great Hri 
tain. The President of the Institute 
said: 

The yearlWJ had been one of the t» 
ever known in the iron and steel in 
tries. Those industries were still «re 
depressed and the outlook was KKM 
The production of pi K iron had fallen off 
600,000 tons and steel mils were in a 
worse condition. The total falling off in 
the exports of metals and machinery in 
1HOT, as compared with 1891, amounted to 
£7 000.000. The markets were now 
•wamped, and there was not enough 
work for half the country's steel produc 
ing power. 

That is to say, one-half the steel pro- 
ducing power of Ureal Britain has noth- 
ing to do, and is anxiously waiting for 
the repeal of the McKinley Law to throw 
open the markets of the rutted States 
to the products of Great Britain. That 
accomplished, the unemployed half of 
Britain's steel producers will tind em- 
ployment in producing steel for the 
United States at prices with which 
Americans could not compete „t the 
present rate of wages. 

One of the speakers at the BrttUn 
Iron and steel Institute deelared that he 
saw "signs of betterment." He ne- 
glected to state in what direction, hut 
undoubtedly he meant on this side of 
the Atlantic, where Gbovkr Cleveland 
and his fellow Free-traders are engaged 
on their scheme for the betterment of 
British and the destruction of American 
industry.
